WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—At the 


laying- of the corner stone of the Army 
War College here today Secretary Root 
made the following speech: 


"Not to promote war, but to pre- 


serve peace, by intelligent and ade- 
quate preparation to repel aggression, 
this institution is founded. 
It 
is a 


growth and not a new departure. It is 
a natural, and necessary development 
of the views with which General Grant 
established the 
artillery 
school 
at 


fortress Monroe, General Sherman es- 
tablished the infantry 
and 
cavalry 


school at Fort Leavenworth, and Gen- 
eral Sheridan established the school of 
application for cavalry and light ar- 
tillery at Fort Riiey. 
Foiowing 
the 
same policy, an engineers' school 
of 
application, a school of submarine De- 
fense and an army 
medical school 
were afterwards established. 
All of 
these institutions were practically sus- 
pended during the war with Spain and 
in the Philippines. 
When 
the 
time 
came for their re-establishment, 
it 
had become evident that not merely re- 
storation, but an advance and enlarge- 
ment of military education were de- 
manded by the enlargement of 
our 
army, the advance and greater com- 
plexity of military science, tne Increas- 
ed proporotion of officers who had not 
the benefit of a West Point education 
and the wider range of military prob- 
lems which the possibilities of 
our 
National growth force upon our 
at- 
tention. 


WAR COLLEGE BOARD. 


"The growth of separate institutions 
had reached a point where 
their ef- 
ficiency could be increased the results 
of their work would be utilized best by 
bringing them into relation as parts 
of a general system of military educa- 
tion under the inspection and super- 
vision of a single co-ordinate and con- 
trolling body, and 
by supplementing 


their 
work 
with 
a 
post-graduate 
course, which should carry their best 
men onwarfl along the lines of research 
and of thought by which experience 
and theory combine to (he making of 
skillful commanders of armies.

a system the Army is now putting in- 
to force as. rapidly as possible. 
The controlling and directing body is 
the War College Board, consisting of 
five officers of rank specially detailed 
and the chief of engineers, the chief of 
artillery, the superintendent

the 
West Point Military Academy and the

Leavenworth 
School, all under the presidency of that 
gallant, experienced and able soldier 
Major-Genera! Samuel B. M. Young 
Under their direction the 'school 
at 
Fort Leavenworth has been re-estab- 
lished and re-organized as general ser- 
vice and staff college, with the school 
at 1-ort Rlley as an accessory school of 
application. The special service school 
has been re-established. 


A system of schools has been estab- 


lished at the principal posts and is be- 
ing extended to all 
the considerable i 


posts of the country, under which a 
compulsory course, following a pre- 
scribed- curriculum, is required from 
all junior officers. 
It is the design of 
the British, already provided by gen- 
eral orders, that the best men from the 
post schools shall be graded up to the 
Leavenworth College and the special 
service school; that the best men from 
the Leavenworth College and the spec- 
ial service schools shall be graded up 
to the post-graduate course of the War 
College, there to study and confer up- 
on the great problems of national de- 
fense, of military science and of re- 
sponsible command.

tical uses under the supervision of the 
General Staff, of which the War College 
Board will form a part. 


It is a common observation and a true 


one that practical qualities in a soldier 


•e more'lmportant than a knowledge of 


theory, but this truth has often been 
mads the excuse for indolence and indif- 
ference, which, except in rare and gifted 
individuals destroy practical efficiency. 


It Is also true that, other things being 


equal, the officer who keeps his mind 
alert by intellectual exercise and who 
systematically studies the reasons of ac- 
tion and the materials and conditions and 
difficulties with which he may have to 
c"ea) will be the stronger practical man 
and the better lioldier. 


The same conditions which have led in-

LONDON, Feb. 21.—As the result o: 


interviews with the Duke of Abercorn, 
Lord Dunraven, John Redmond and 
others, the Associated Press is able to 
announce authoritatively that the fol- 
lowing is the situation today as re- 
gards the plan to finally settle the Irish 
land question. 


All the interested parties, National- 


ists, Unionists, landlords and tenants, 
are now for the first time in the his- 
tory of Ireland in agreement, upon the 
lines of the Dublin conference. 


They have also Joined forces 
in 
bringing pressure on the Government 
to make Secretary Wyndham's forth- 
coming report agree in spirit with the 
recommendations of the 
conference, 
and all indications point to the bill con- 
ceding- those demands. It will be in- 
troduced In Parliament at the end of 
March. ,ind if passed will accomplish 
what Mr. Redmond and Lord Dunraven 
agree in saying will be one of "the 
most extraordinary, peaceful 
revolu- 
tions ever effected." 


If Mr. Wyndham, for lack of funds or 
other causes, fails to me»t the views of 
the conference, he will have on his 
hands, to quote Mr. Redmond, "an Ire- 
land such as the world has never seen." 
In this view such a strong supporter of 
the Government as the J>uke of Aber- 
corn concurs. Mr. Redmond adds: 
"If this agreement of keenly oppos- 


ing parties lacks fulfillment through 
the Government's refusal, there will be 
twice as many counties under the bnri 
of the crimes act as there were prior 
to the present truce.

While the foundation of the new struc- 
ture, which is to be practically unique, 
has only Just begun, the plans contem- 
plated by the War Department and by 
Congress includa the consy-uction of an 
entirely new set! of buildings on the ar- 
senal grounds. 
Among other structures 


there will be a hospital, barracks, oilic^rs' 
quarters and an administration building, 
all to be handsome and of the most ap- 
proved architectural design. 
The War 


College grounds have been selected as the 
site for the statue of Frederick the Great, 
which Emperor William has propose-1 to 
present to the people of the United States. 
A picturesque feature of the ceremonies 
today was the participation of the mili- 
tary. 
About 1000 troups,

the v'arious branches of the war service, 
took part m the exercises.

Hon. W. W. Bowers, Collector of the 


Port of San Diego, and formerly Con- 
gressman from the Seventh district, is 
out in an open letter to the Legislature 
demanding the repeal of the present 
election law, which he terms a mon- 
strous fraud.

son In the world why the negro is not 
entitled to all the natural rights enu- 
merated in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence—the right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness." 


The New York

Pryor view, as this paragraph implies:

impressive text for 


both North and South to study today, 
on the 94th anniversary of Abraham 
Lincoln's birth, than the passage which 
Judge Roger A. Pryor quotes. 
The 


rights which Lincoln demanded for ihg 
African in America were those of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness— 
not 'the ballot, not political equality. 
Was he wrong?" 


The Springfield Republican takes up 


the cudgels on the other side-, nnd in 
support of its contention that Lincoln 
favored giving the franchise to the ne- 
gro quotes this extract from a letter he 
wrote to Governor Ha'.in of Louisiana 
In 1S64: 


"Now you are about to have a con- 


vention which, among 
other 
things, 


will probably define the. elective fran- 
chise. I barely suggest for your pri- 
vate consideration whether some of the 
colored people may not be let-in—as, 
for instance, the very intelligent and 
especially those who have fought gal- 
lantly in our ranks. They would prob- 
ably help, in some trying time to come, 
to keep the jewel of liberty within the 
family of freedom." 


It may be sai'l that neither side has 


made out a case. What Lincoln ad- 
vocated in ISHS cannot be taken as ex- 
pressive of what he would have done 
in 1S67, after the Civil War had given 
liberty to the slaves. What he would 
do now 
in the 
light of subsequent 


events is still more of a conjecture. 
His letter to "Governor Hahn 
clearly 


shows that he was disposed to regard 
negro suffrage with extreme caution, 
and suggested only a limited applica- 
tion of it. He only suggested for "pri- 
vate consideration." giving the ballot 
to the "very intelligent" and negroes 
who had served in the Federal army 
during the Rebellion. He spoke to Mr. 
Hahn as one better acquainted with 
what should be done than he. nnd his 
object at that time (.tsg-1) was to es- 
tablish a loyal government in Louisia- 
na, 
a 
government 
that required 


strength and support. 


In, 1S5S, when he was debating with 


Douglas, Lincoln was not an aboli- 
tionist- He was 01 posed to slavery on 
moral grounds, but he was opposed to 
the extension of slavery politically. 
On scores of occasions he announced 
that it was not his purpose to interfere 
with slavery where it existed, and he 
did not declare for emancipation till it 
became evident 
that 
the 
Rebellion 


could never be put down unless the 
slaves were freed. 
In 1SG4 the Union 


was still in jeopardy. 


No man is qualified to sneak for Mr. 


Lincoln at this day. 
He belongs to 


history. His .acts spoak 
for 
them- 


selves. 
His views changed as times 


and conditions changed, and he grew 
In mental nnd moral stature all his 
life. 
We cannot now go behind the 


dark tragedy of 1S65 to ascertain what 
the Liberator would have done had he 
lived. We can only conjecture in the 
light of what he said and did in life. 


This is a common sense

However, about the time the

cided. an English court gave a. woman 
10,000 
pounds 
($50.000) 
damages 


against the London and Northwestern 
Railway for causing, the death of her 
h-usbanci, a common laborer. 
In this 


case, the damages -were clearly puni- 
tive, for a man earning less than thir- 
ty shillings a week could not have 
earned J50/.C3 above his necessary ex- 
penses in half a dozen lifetimes. 


In Mich; .n and Massachusetts the 


law fixes the damages that can be re- 
covered for the death of a human be- 
ing 
negligence at the maximum 


of S500O. In Massachusetts, the mini- 
mum Is fixed (ironically we presume) 
at $500. The difference between Mass- 
achusetts Justice and the New York 
article, in the case of the civil engi- 
neer's widow, was iust $55,000 — a right 
smart chance of money. It is needless 
to say that leaving the 
measure o£ 


damages to the jury, without arbitrary 
limitation, is more in accord with the 
enlightened 
sentiment 
of 
the 
age, 


though It may be that the average man 
in Massachusetts doesn't stack up for 
much in a financial sense.

'Much interest was manifested in the 
industry and many prophecies made that 
it would soon become one of tho lead- 
ing industries of the State, but this ex- 
pectation has never been realized.

expressed high hope of the future of silk 
culture in California. 
'In 1S64 two looms (silk) were put up

a profit, but not from California growth. 
A filature for the reeling of silk was 


set up In Ban Francisco by the State

A HOTEL FOR WOMEN. 


Holders of the stock of the Woman's 


Hotel Company received notice Monday, 
says the New York Times, that the Hotel 
Martha Washington, at 29 East Twenty- 
ninth -street, a hostelry built 
by

company for use by women, would be 
ready for Inspection the following day. 
The capital of the company, which was 
incorporated in this State In March, 1500, 
is $100.000,divided in to 4000 shares of $100 
<?ach. The owners of the shares Include 
many women. Eaemfaers of professions, 
bookkeepers, -stenographers and 
others' 


who are self supporting, and business 
men and persons of -wealth who went into 
the enterprise In a philanthropic spirit.

rooms and Manager James H. Case says 
200 women have applied and asked that 
their names bo placed on the waiting 
list All of the employees have been en- 
gaged and the furnishing is to be com- 
pleted by February 15. the date for the 
formal opening. 


The elevator operators, the "fronts." a 


mail and key clerk and the head waiter 
are to be men, and the room clerks, the 
assistant room clerk, the cashier and the 
bookkeeper are to be women. There are 
to be fifty waitresses and thirty chamber- 
maids. The plan of having girls to take 
the place of bellboys was thought of, but 
it was decided that the rrorlc of carry- 
ing hand bagpragre to and frora the rooms 
would be too heavy for girls, so boys are 


to be employee!. 


The Martha Washington Is a. twelve- 


story brick and stone structure, extend- 
ing through from Twenty-ninth to Thir- 
tieth street, with a frontage of seventy- 
five feet on each street. There are apart- 
ments, single and en suite, for about 603 
permanent guests, and accommodations 
for .150 transients. 


"When the project for a hotel exclusively 


for women.was broached It received the 
commendation of employers of women, 
church organizations arid women's socie- 
ties, and many self-dependent women ex- 
pressed their favor* of the plan, and asked 
that rooms be reserved for them. Nurses, 
It was In the winter time the rain wa"s 
physicians, musicians, artists and busi- 
ness women subscribed for the stock. 


The cost of the land and building was 


more than $500,000. Manager Case says, 
and the amount above the capital stock 
was borrowed on mortgage. The rooms 
for permanent guests have been rented at 
from $3 to $17 a week, without board. 
Meals may be had for $6 a week. Tran- 
sclcnt rates are from $1 to $3.50 a day. 


Reception rooms have been provided In 


each story. The second story has several 
private parlors. 
In that story is a gen- 


eral dining room. Men art not to be per- 
mitted to enter there. They will be able 
to obtain meals a la carte in a separate 
restaurant in the first story. 


The tenants, Mr. Chase says, are teach- 


ers, bookkeepers, 
stenographers, 
musi- 


cians, artists, writers, nurses, physicians 
and other professional women. They will 
have all of the conveniences offered by a 
modern hotel, Including a large library.

clamorous for office. 
The development of 


club officials Is full of heroic fortitude. 
Emulation of brave deeds, courageous and 
daring exploits is a matter for earnest 
commendation, while the spirit of dress 
emulation displayed by many club mem- 
bers Is one to be deplored. Nearly all so- 
cieties contain both rich and poor mem- 
bers. 
Some women dress magnificently, 


but In keeping" with their incomes. Their 
dressing should be accepted as their offer- 
ing to the dignity of the club, not copied 
and Imitated by the less fortunate ones, 
who turn and twist their few dollars In 
a vain effort to approximate the appear- 
ance of the expensive gowns worn by the 
few.

WAYS OF SERVING OYSTERS. 
There Is no other edible from which 


so many appetizing, nourishing and at- 
tractive dishes may be prepared so 
quickly and easily as the-oyster. When 
cooked, It should be remembered that 
the least cooking they 
receive 
the 


more delicate and juicy they are, 
as 


long cooking toughens them and causes 
them to lose flavor. For atews, soup, 
etc., they should not be added until the 
liquid Is boiling, then cooked only un- 
til the edges begin to curl, and season- 
ed just as they are removed from the 


fire. For frying, the butter should be 
very hot, so they will fry quickly. In 
whatever way they are cooked, they 
should always be served immediately, 
while fresh and hot, 
as 
they lose 


flavor by standing. 


In serving raw oysters without the 


shells, an attractive w-ay is to freeze 
blocks of. ice In round moulds, or to 
hollow out square blocks with a hot 
iron. Drain tlie oysters, arrange on the 
Ice with sprigs of parsley or celery 
leaves, and serve a block to each plate. 
A more sTmple way, and one equally as 
good, although not quite so attractive, 
is to drain well, put in a cold place for 
half an hour before serving, arrange 
half a dozen on a small plate, season 
with salt and pepper, and add bits of 
broken Ice and a slice of lemon.

Chop two bun- 
ches of celery. Rub to a paste 
the 


yolks of "three hard-boiled eggs that 
have been boiled for three-fourths of 
an hour, then cooled. 
To these add 


three well-beaten eggs, a scant table- 
spoonful of mustard, 
with salt and 


pepper to taste, and a tablespoonful of 
sugar. 
Add alternately, a few drops 


at a time, a half-cupful of vinegar, 
with a tablespoonful of salad oil or of 
melted butter until all is used, beating 
constantly until smooth and creamy. 
Place the chopped oysters and celery 
together In a bowl, and the dressing, 
mix thoroughly and set on ice to cool. 


CAPPED OYSTERS. 


Make a cream crust with flour, rich, 


sweet cream and a little baking pow- 
der and salt, mixed moderately stiff. 
Roll out very thill, cut with a small j 
round cutter, dust over a bit of pep- 
per, salt and. powdered celery, with a 
bit of softened butter.

AMERICAN GAS IN PARIS. 


Our "Invaders" Likely to Monopolize 


Some of the French Capital's Light- 
ing Privileges. 


The people of Paris are consider- 


ably exercised In mind over an attempt 
on the part of certain great America;) 
capitalists to control the gas situation 
of that city. The contract which the 
present gas company has, which ac- 
cords to it a monopoly, terminates in 
1906. 
At the last municipal election 


tho Nationalists, who carried the day, 
made the gas

orie of their 


| principal Issues, affirming that, if they 


i were elected, they would see that the 
present price of gas of six cents per 


! cubic meter 
was 
immediately cut 


down. After considerable negotiation, 
It was arranged between the city and 
the gas company that, if the former 
vould accord to the latter a rental for 


I a long term oi years of its contract, 
gas would be siold on the basis of four 
cents per cubic meter, the lower rates 
to begin January 1, 1903. 
But when 
this was submitted to the national au- 
thorities for their approval the gov- 
ernment and the public disallowed it, 
and now the city is compelled, having 
announced that the gas rates were to 
be for three years, to pay ;out o£ Its 
treasury the two cents per cubic meter 
rebate to the Parisian consumers that 
It had hoped to obtain out of the gas 
corporation. The ground taken by the 
republican 
government 
appears to 


have been that it was questionable 
whether it was wise to enter into- so 
long a contract, and particularly to do 
so In the absence of competitive bids. 
This seems to have brought the Amer- 
ican promoters into the field, and one 
or two of them are now In Paris in ac- 
tive negotiation with both the munic- 
ipal and the national authorities. It is 
asserted by these American promoters 
that the present system of manufac- 
turing and distributing gas In Paris is 
old fashioned, expensive and unsatis- 
factory, and that, if it ia revolutionized 
as they propose to reconstruct it, It 
can be made highly profitable while 
sriving to th« consumer better gas at a 
w... -ot.—T3o«tnn Herald.

HORSES AND'COWS.

BUILDING PURPOSES. 


Section 10.—It shall be the duty of any 


person desiring to use water for building 
purposes before 
commencing the con- 


struction of the same to deposit with the 
water company an amount estimated un- 
der the terms of the ordinance, to be suf- 
ficient to cover the charges for water re- 
quired, and to receive therefore a certificate 


bo notified thereof by the person, com- 
pany or corporation supplying water, by 
notice, personal or mailed to his address, 
or to the agent or person to whom his 
water bills are presented for collection. 


I After such notice the consumer may De 
charged, and there may be collected from 
him for any waste or excessive use there- 
after occurring on his premise?, at regu- 
lar meter rates, but such charge or col- 
lection shall not exceed lor 
the flrst

COMPLAINTS. 


Section 15. If any person shall consider

Stir in two cupfuJs of 
flour until the batter cleaves a-way from the 
side of the saucepan.

and boat in sis raw eggs, two-at a time, un- 
til they are smoothly blended. Have ready 
a deep frying kettle naif full of smoking hot 
fat; drop in a little ball of the batter to test 
the fat. As soon as hot enough to brown the 
fritters begin to stir it in the middle with the 
handle of a wooden spoon.

by tho spoonful; as the little balls brown 
take them up on soft brown paper to ab- 
sorb the fat; dust with powdered sugar, and 
serve hot or cold.

Indeed, 
ihe thinks that to learn to speak correctly 
ihonld bt* the first step toward mustering 
:he vocal aart. 
•"The American woman has become -noted 
tmon 15 foreigners not more for her beauty j 
t'nd fascination than she has for "hor shrill. ' 
inlovely voice." said Miss Thurshy. "In- 
toed, it has become accepted not only arnou.v 
foreigners, but by many of our own people. 
lint tho voices of our countrywomen ;u-r 
mturally harsh, an imputation t h a n which 
tone could be mo.ro unjust. The most bonu- 
Iful voices In the world are to be found in 
Vmerica. 


"But Intonations whJrh should bo imi- 


ileal aro rendered discordant by tho Arrort- 
-an woman's ignorance of hor vocal i n s t r n - 
nent and how to produce her melinites upon 
t. The proper use of tho vnieo does not 
ome naturally to her, as It does to women 
tf r>t"her nations. Tbc reason for this is not 
:lear. Some attribute the strident tones to 
lie life sht- is forced to Iea,d—to talking in 
•rowded rooms and upon noisy thorongh- 
'Jires. This, however, does not explain It, A 
mice well used is clearer nnd eit.rriosfartlior 
!mn does one badly managed. Moreover, 
i proper uso of the voice- enables one to 
ipeak for almost any length, of time with- 


rut. tiring, and. tlmrefon\ should be inval- 
uable- to ihe businesswoman. Tlie improper 
use of the voice is evidently a eliaraeterisiic 
f on i i f i l genonu ions back.

Many sinking1 teach- 
ers spend l i m e in teaching their pupils to 
breathe correctly ami to rnise their chests.

body properly, the chest would raise of itself 
and good breathing would come naturally. 


"The correct poise, once acquired, never 


should he lost. \Vhen we walk, the straight 
line from the ear to the Instep should not be 
broken. 
'Hie Ixxly should move forward 


with the foot, jiot after it. 
When we sit, 


the poise of tho body should remain perfect, 
our weight resting upnn the thighs, not on 
the spine. After a little practice in poising 
the body correctly our breathing 
will be 


deep and diaphragmatic, as it should. 


"The vocal instrument is like an organ Ibe 


diaphragm while inhaling and exhaling 
acting- jjg tfto hollows, the throat doing serv- 
ice as the pfpfs through which tnoair is car- 
ried to the resonators, while the tip of the 
tongue and. the lips iu enunciation may be 


j likened to the keys with which the tones arc 


produced. With her respiration natural and 
noiseless, every woman has a perfect ami 
tuneful instrument at hor command. 


"Unfortunately, few American women un- 


derstand the instrument or how to produce 
musical notes upon it. The throat is merely 
the pipe of fho vocal instrument. In speak- 
ing, as In singing, it has no use except as 
the channel of the air. In talking, the throat 
should remain relaxed. It should never lie 
moved in forming the syllables any more 
tlu'n arc the pipes of an organ. 


"This is where the average 
American 


woman makes her mistake. She forms her 
words In tlie throat, back of the tongue, or 
forces the sound too high, pinching the tone 
and shutting off the nusal resonance. 
She 


should Jet It Issue between these extremes 
and form it into words upon the tip of the 
tongue and tho lips, which constitute tho 
keyboard of the voice. It is In this correct 
placing of the voice that the whole secret 
of its beauty lies. If your voice tires when 
yon read aloud, tho trouble is that you are 
talking down in the thront, irritating it by 
putting it to a use for which it is not in- 
tended. 
If your tones are nasal, yon are 


going to the other extreme aud placing them 
too high. 


"To perfect the enunciation practice with 


the letters .of the alphabet and learn to 
place eaeii tone in trie front of the mouth. 
With tho exception of five sounds—h, p, ni, 


1" and 
v—every syllable snould be formed 


solely with the front of tin-tongue. It, paml 
m are lip sounds. In ^pronouncing te, de, le, 
ne and re the- tongue should just touch the 
back of tho teeth. Ke, go and jo are formed 
a little further back, with the tongue touch- 
lug the palate. Many persons think that to 
enunciate clearly It is necessary to move tlie 
lips a grunt deal and open the mouth wide. 
Except when pronouncing p, h, m, f and v, 
the lips should scarcely move. 


"While practicing these syllables try to 


obtain n perfect resonance, which accompa- 
nies tho woll-pIaced-Vnlco, innkhig it musical. 
In the organ, though every note is distinct 
nnd clear, tho vibration of each continues, 
blending and softening the whole. So, when 
we are speaking properly, though every syl- 
lable is enunciated, separately, the air, In- 
stead of being cut off sharply after each 
sound, as it is when we speak in the throat, 
continues to pass uninterruptedly into the 
nasal and oral cavities, which 
form the 


resonators, 
blending' and 
softening 
the 


sounds. In singing the musical scales every 
note is a pearl, as is every word in tlie speak- 
ing voice, and the continuous resonance is 
like the .string1 iruJcli holds the pearls to- 
gether. 


"To test your resonance, while you are 


talking press the tips of the nostrils to- 
gether with a thumb aud finger. If your 
resonance Is good the nostrils will puff 
out and the sound be choked. 
If closing 


the nostrils makes small impression upon 
your speech, it shows that you are not 
using the nose as you should. 


"Tost the speaking voice with the piano 


and sec how unconsciously we all speak 
upon musical notes. 
Everyone's natural 


voice lies upon a certain key, and from 
this Its Inflections rise and fall, according 
to the laws of harmony. In speaking the 
voice reverts to the tonic, and frequently 
leaps an entire octave In the rising Inflec- 
tion. 


"Every woman with a sufficiently musi- 


cal ear should 'place' her speaking voice 
with the aid of the piano and experiment 
to see how her Intonations rise and fall 
musically in conversation."

Velvet gowns were never more fashionable 


t h a n at present, nnd wore never worn for 
sufh dlvtM-se occasions. The cotton velvet, 
u velveteen costume for morning wear. Is 
us neat, trim and, apparently, as suitable 
for hard v/enr as the •cloth or Cheviot. For 
visiting and reception costumes strictly, 
nothiitii; coulrt be smarter th:m the velvets 
in tho present style. For tea gowns no ma- 
lerlttl i.-; more effective nor capable of so 
mnuy different styles. For dinner gown.? 
tin- princess style in velvet I* acknowledged 
to be one of the very best, while for u ball 
gown—not suitable, however, for a young 
girl— Eh ere has ncrer boon anything hand- 
somer ihiiu the embroidered velvet of pres- 
ent fashion. And also to be Included Is the 
white velvet wedding gown—a truly royal 
creation, with its embroidery of pearls and 
baud of ftruiine without the tails. 


First on the list Is the shot velvet cos- 


tume, maid either in velveteen or silk vel- 
vet, but preferably the former If intended 
for rnorulng wear. All velveteens or eottoii 
velvets are now so beautifully soft, in tex- 
ture and have such n silky finish that at first 
glance it is Impossible, even in the cheaper 
nunUties, to distinguish tnem from the silk 
velvets, and they are to be had in all shades 
nnd colors. Broirii, black and dark blue are 
considered tho three most desirable colors 
for these gowns made with, short skirts, 
short or long coats, nnd as simple In design 
ns possible—only silk, sattn or cloth bnmls, 
or bra id, being considered suitable trim- 
ming. One of the smartest models, and one 
thru possesses the grent merit that thi_> fa.sh- 
fnn is possible for two or throe- seasons nt 
least, Is the iiino-gored skirt, the long re/efer 
fastened with, bone buttons, and with no 
trimming of any kind. Another model has 
the gored skirt, trim mod with bands of silk 
of satin In graduated widths. Tho jacket, 


Eton shaped at the back. Is tight-fitting, but 
has loose fronts, and two-width bands are 
used for trimming. The sleeves are of me- 
dium size, but flare at the wrist. 


In smoke-gray velvet, trimmed with braid 


the same shade. Is another smart model. The 
skirt, -short enough to clear the ground all 
around, is m the box-plaited style; the coat, 
three-quarters length, fits tight at the back 
and sides, but is straight in front, and the 
sleeves, of medium size, are full below the 
elbow ami gathered into a band at the wrist. 
The trimming consists of the bands of bnild 
around the skirt aud-at the wrist and the 
smoked-pearl buttons tbnt fasten tho coat. 
Of course, there is nothing especially new 
about this model, which has been used all 
winter for cloth gowns, but In velvet the 
effect is entirely different, and seems as 
though the design were absolutely new. 


Not until this year was it thought sUSart 


to treat;velvet as though it were Hteslik or 
cloth. To shirr It or use it Sn pleats or tucks 
was considered a great mistake-, but now it 
is made up just the same as any other ma- 
terial, whether it be tbp plain or the fig- 
ured. One style of gown, that In the de- 
scription might seem clumsy and lacking in 
style, but which Is very smart and has been 
anil is most popular, has a skirt with three 
bunds of shirring at regular Intervals', caeh 
baud being shirred several times, und with- 
out in any way detracting from the effect 
the velvet shows to ranch bettor advantage, 
as it Is possible to> get more shoeu upon It. 
Both plain and fancy velvets are made in 
rlily fashmn, and the waist has either Hues 
of shirring to match or Is made with rev era 
of lace and a shirred front. 


Trimming the figured velvets with cotton 


and si*U Is also a new fashion, and decidedly 
odd effect B are In favor. Fin in bands of 


cloth, silk or satin, or the same bands 
studded with nail heads of steel or bands of 
Persian, embroidery, are all fashionable, and 
when, in the case of Persian embroidery. 
the ground work or background is the same 
color as the velvet, and only the embroidery 
is In different colorings, the effect is good 
and not at all so conspicuous as might be 
Imagined. Among the figured velvets the 
smartest are In the different shades of gray, 
with small round or irregular dots of white 
and a curious silvery sheen over all, which 
makes the velvet seem softer. In mauve 
and blue Is the same effect, but the gray 
easily leads Ju favor, When this style of 
velvet Is used in a street gown It Is trimmed 
with bands of gray fur, chinchilla or squir- 
rel if It is the same shnde, or with bands of 
snljle, for (he snble fur with gray velvet Is 
always effective and becoming. A favorite 
style of trimming consists of two or three 
bands of fur around the foot of the skirt, 
one nt the very hem and the other two 
/ilgher on the skirt, but at an equal distance 
apart; but on the coat, unless It Is one of 
the extraordinary long-coated styles, there 
is no fur, only ihe stole, cape or. pelerine, 
with muff to match. 


Embroidered velvet ball gowns are the 


handsomest pieces of handwork that can be 
Imagined. The trimming Is on the foot of 
the skirt, sometimes extending up the front 
lire.'uUb, and is embroidered lu "gold or silver

Panne velvet Is chosen as being softer than 
the plain silk velvet, and the sheen and 
shadows of tue material are most exquisite 
In effect and serve but to make the beauty 
of tho embroidery more apparent.

SILK WORMS IN NEW YOKK. 


Did yon know that New 'Fork is a. great 


silk worm nursery? 
Everywhere, 
from 


Flatbush. to Harlem—for they are on both 
sides of the East River—tUese spinners may 
be found. 
The yards,'parks and even the 


very streets are alive with them, that Is, 
whore/er an allaothus tree Is to be found, 
which is the most common form of "um- 
brageous shade" extant in this cityf as every 
one knows. 


And thereby bangs a pretty little tale, so 


says Prof. W. E. D. Scott, of Princeton. 
Many years ngo an Insect collector rained 
Akhurst, received from a friend in China a 
gift of silk cocoons. He was mtjeh pleased 
and kept them In his room to wntch tho 
growth of the little chrysalis mummies i n ^ 
their silken wrappings fo \vingrd /litters o 
the air. 
Some of them tlitted out through 


the open window.

land, they hailed with insect instinct the 
only familiar thing within reaeh— nn ullan- 
thus tree. For, be it known, these trees also 
came 'orglnajly from the Ceb-stial kingdom.

The same styie can be mode with- 
out contrasting piping. 


The Monte Carlo waist has wide pleats In

I back Is sometimes in plain pleats or folds 


and sometimes can-IPS ont tho bolero ef- 
fect In the back. These have a tucked yoke 
above the loose pleats with Berlin squares 
let in.

The embroidery used upon the best of the 


new:waists Is the style termed "blind," and 
this lends richness to the narrow laces used 
upon stu-er fabrics. The wristbands of these 
are made with, a view to the laundry. They 
are plain cut bands covered with rows of 
little tucks and Inserting and edged with 
narrow lace. 


A waist that can be made cheaply at home 


Is a plain bloiise waist of lace all over, with 
open-worked clover leaves in the design.
